The pathologist Is responsible for grading the slide into one of 
five categories. 'A Class 0 slide has been inadequately prepared 
and necessitates repeating because the quality Is not adequate 
to place in one at the other four categories. This happens very 
infrequently. A Class I Grade is completely normal and need 
onlybefollowi3dbysubscqu«.t^ccks. _ 

Numerous women, from time to time, receive aCloss'II 
smear. Numerous explanations con be made for this 
abnormality. It is not a cancerous grade. Anything that irritates 
the cervix can be responsible for the Class II PAP smear. Most

progress into a cancerous state. This PAP smear should not be 
alarming and with adequate treatment usually reverts to a 
Grade I. The physician Is responsible' for contacting the patient 
with a Class II PAP smear and repeating it from three to six 
.'months. Even without treatment, the Class II PAP smear 
'1 frequently reverts to Class I. As long as the PAP is Class II more 
frequent examinations arc necessary. ;

diagnostic procedures. This Is' the first stage that begins to \ 
become suspicious of a potential cancer. A Class III PAP smear 
ts usually repeated in the next month by the physician. If the ' 
grading Is still Class III multiple biopsies of the cervix are 
required to define the diagnosis. A Class III PAP smear Is not a 
cancer either. U the biopsies, however, confirm & precancerous 
condition a hysterectomy (surgical removal of the uterus) 
provides a cure. Not infrequently biopsy . confirms- non- - 
dangerous situations and repeat PAP smears are oil that is In 
order. 

• .Gass IV represents the only outright cancerous state. 
Appropriate measures are then taken by the physician to 
hopefully resolve the problem. With annual visits a ass IV PAP - 
* smears have become quite rare. 

This grading system has made cervical cancer one of the only 
curable cancers in medicine. Cancer of the cervix docs not 
develop over night. Wllh retrospective studies predictable 
changes in the cervix require five to ten years to develop into a 
frank cancer. Annual PAP smears are done for predicting the 
likelihood^ of a cancer developing. A woman relying upon 
symptoms of a cervical cancer Is "likely, not , t o have a curable ... 
" disease by the ttoie shTnrrives (or Ireauhenirsrmpiy speaking 
' with the annual use of the PAP test this problem should be 

elim inated. _____ " ■ 

Most physicians Include a peivic exam at the time of the PAP 
smear. This Involves the Insertion df two fingers Into the vagina 
and placing a hand on the patient's abdomen. Using this 
maneuver the physician is made aware of irregularities in the 
size of the uterus, ovaries or tubes. Unusual tenderness 1s also ' 
localized. Although somewhat crude this maneuver docs exam 
the Internal structures of a woman's reproductive organs. 

An annual PAP and pelvic exam does not regularly check 
other conditions which are assumed to be checked by some 
women. For this, reason any complaints or.unusual changes in 
the menstrual cycle sh6uld.be related to the physician. The 
examination does not routinely detect venereal disease. 
Cultures of the cervix, blood tests arc necessary In order to rule 
outthlscvcrpresentproblem. 

Although usually obvious to the physician, any Irritation lo the 
vagina is not explained by the PAP smear. This irritation or 
vaginitis requires the physician to place a drop of the vaginal 
secretion .onto a slide and examine it microscopically. By this 
simple maneuver, the type of organism responsible for the 
irritation Is identified. In the majority of cases, a yeast; 
trichomonas or bacterial organism Is responsible for this 
irritation and can be treated "appropriately. 

Unless due to" an obvious irritation of the cervix or infection, 
new irregularities in a "woman's bleeding patterns arc not 
explained by the PAP smrarrH rregul 
bleeding during the menstrual cyclcl necessitates further 
diagnostic procedures. The causes arc usually due to the lining 
of the uterus above the cervix. Dilatation and curettage or the 
Uterus, or D4tC, is necessary to establish the reason for these 
new patterns. A cancer of this lin ing Is^un usual cx pcdajlyln 
Ttomcn that hnve"I>onie children but" mi jsl'tjc ruled "ouTby this 
procedure."

The PAP test docs not confirm or deny o pregnancy. Early 
pregnancies are best diagnosed by testing a_ morning urine 
sample.

There is no age limit lo this annual check, Medical 
probabilities dictate, that, with Increasing age, cancer of the 
cervix is more Hkely. Removal of a person's uterus is not an 
excuse for not having an annual PAP test. Cancer of the cervix 
is* a cellular disease and a Tew of these potentially dangerous 
cells may be-left behind following surgery. PAP smears should 
lower mortality rales for cervical concerto a minimal number.

TWIN FALLS - It's an unusual hobby for a clly 
slicker and he probably won't make any money, but 
Ken Roy of Twin Fails says raising his first small flock. .. 
of sheep has been a valuable learning experience. 
"I really love It," Roy, a real estate salesman, says 
~"I think tt'sprobabty asrelaxing asplaying golf;"—— 
Instead of Jumping In Ihc car and driving straight lo 
the office each morning, Roy gets up earlier than usual 
' and drives out to the place soulhwest of the city where 
he keeps the 10 ewes he bought last November in 
Wyoming. 

"Every morning I have touch with something 
completely different than.-my regular work," Roy 
- explains about the early trips to tood-and-i 
sheep. 

Roy started hlsnovc! hobby on a shoestring when he 
purchased ID wild trail ewes from a rancher in 
Cokevillc, Wyo., for (20 apiece. He says the ewes are 
too old to walk from one end of Wyoming lo the other. 

But they arc not too old to have Iambs and his first 
four had twins this spring. At current market prices.

He has kcplQXpcnscs to a minimum by trading work 
for land-'and borrowing a buck from a rancher In 
Rupert for a period of 42 days, long enough to be sure 
all hlscwcs were Impregnated. 

Since lambing time, he says he has spent a little 
extra time watching the miracle of birth and will have 
to feed one of the tiny lambs by bottle because Jts 
mother, a hardened old range ewe, is jn the habit of 
refusing to feed the -weaker of her two offspring' 
because she Is used to the hardships and predators of 
bleak Wyoming ranges. 
■Another do-it-yourself task will be docking the 



lambs' tails and castrating the young bucks. Roy says 1 
he expects to learn many lessons when he undertakes 
that annual task. 

Experience hoi already taught him much about ihe 
sheep Industry, he says. 

"None of these ore goodfor a *-H breeding project," 
he soys about his lambs. "This is whot„yJ>u cot when 
-you eat lamb chops,^ 

"Another thing I've found out is to give them grain In 
the cold weather la help keep their body temperature 
up," he says. "It may be an old wlvc's talc, but I was 
also told giving Ihem grain and keeping their body 
temperature up tike I do may make them drop two' 
eggs and conceive twins. 

The project has been fun, too. He says when he first 
got h i s ewey they- were wtin hi- rnnir} npprfnrh 
them. flow, however, hfjean feed them, by hond-ond 
they comm to hfm when he mikes a wprbllng sound he ' 
always mokes at feeding time. 

"That's.* wild sheep, I could never do that before," 
Roy -says -as one of his ewes takes some hny pellets 
from his band. "I walk them In a little circle every 
day." ■ 

For a relatively small investment, Roy says the ewes 
have provided a satisfying hobby, one which probably 
won't be highly profitable. 

He says he has Invested the original $200 for the 
ewes, $350 for hay and gasoline to travel to and from 
, the small plot of ground.
